‘Phe Mongolian Question. 


* ‘Tho Poking correspondent of the Asahi 
wires that the Russian authorities id'Peking’ Watera at home mith the 


deeinre that the VicxMinister of the Wai- 

wurpu promised to withdraw the Chinese 

troops from Outer, Mongolia two weeks 

ago, but the Chinese troops still remain on 

tho houndary of’ Outer Mongolia. When} 
these troops wera on the march, they 

‘wrecked and looted the “houses .of the 

Chineno aud Ruy ian aloug the route. 

This action of the Chinese troops haa 
compelled the Russian’ Government to 
reinforce the Russian army. in Mongolia 
for the protection of the lives aud pro: 
perty of the Russians, The Chinese 
Government, which professes to be 
desirous of concilisting the Mongolians, 
has nevertheless sent 12,000 troopa into 
Inner Mongolin, and is menscing the 
boundary of Outer Mongolia, In these 
circumstances: the assurances given by the 
Chinese Government cannot be accepted.
